Amend the Law regulating the Hours during which Pre- a.d. 1883. 
mises licensed for the Sale of Intoxicating Liquors are 
permitted to be open in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the laws relating to the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. From and after the tenth day of October one thousand n 0 intoxi- 
eight hundred and eighty-three it shall not be lawful for any c £ t j^ g s ^} uor 
person to sell or to expose for sale any intoxicating liquor, or after certain 
10 to open or keep open any premises licensed for the salo of intoxi- hours on 
eating liquor, or to allow intoxicating liquor to be consumed on afternoon, 
said licensed premises, after the hours and times herein specified, 
in the following places respectively ; that is to say, in the Dublin 
metropolitan police district, the city of Cork, the city of Limerick, 

15 the city of Waterford, the city of Londonderry, and the town of 
Belfast, after eight o'clock in the afternoon on Saturdays ; and in 
all other cities, towns, or places whatsoever after nine o'clock in the 
afternoon on Saturdays. 

2. Any person who sells or exposes for sale any intoxicating Penalties for 
20 liquor,, or opens or keeps open any premises licensed for the sale of 

intoxicating liquor, or allows any intoxicating liquor to be consumed liquors at 
on said licensed premises after the hours and times herein specified J°,^| r b 0 i 
shall for the first offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten this Act? 
pounds , and for any subsequent offence to a penalty not exceeding 
25 twenty pounds. Any conviction for an offence against this Act shall 
be recorded on the license.

Liquors (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1883. 

5. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 
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
